1100 MORE PHEASANTS ARE BEING RELEASED

An additional 1,100 pheasants, 
raised on the state game farm 
west of Porterville just off Mor- 
ton street, will be released in 
Tulare county within the next 
10 days or two weeks to bring 
the year’s total to approximately 
4,500 birds planted from the 
farm. 

Pheasants being released now 
are primarily for field breeding 
purposes, according to George 
Franklin, game conservation aid 
in charge of the farm, with ratio 
being about half roosters and 
half hens. Rooster plantings will 
be heaviest in the areas where 
the greatest’ kills were*reported 
during the recent hunting season. 

Shown in -the accompanying 
Farm - Tribune pictures are Mr. 
Franklin, with three roosters 
and the lower picture, taken in 


a pen at the game farm, shows 
birds of the type that are being 


z released, 


Pheasants -being planted were 
obtained from the state game 
farm at Fresno when they-were 
about four weeks old and raised 
inthe pens ‘at Porterville. Pre- 
sent plan is for increased facili- 
ties at the Porterville farm that 
will make possible the handling 
of day-old birds, and added pen 
space will increase farm capacity 
from 3,600 to 4,000 birds. Pens 
can be filled and birds released 
twice in the period of a year.

Peat Moss: 
Is Needed In 
Heavy Soils 


Peat moss has a definite place 
in the management of heavy 
soils, says. Karl W. Opitz, Tulare 
county assistant farm advisor, 


but he warns gardeners that it 


cannot be considered a fertilizer 
in any true sense of the word. 

Peat moss is used only for im- 
provifig the physical: condition 


of the soil and its use has steadi- _ 


ly increased in popularity. One 
bale of shreaded peat moss to 
400 square feet, mixed in the 
top six inches of heavy clay soil, 
should be enough to lighten it. 
This will make the soil more 
granular, and consequently more 
permeable to water, air, roots, 
and micro-organisms necessary 
to the soils. 

The assistant farm advisor says 


some light soils may also gain @ 


from the addition of peat moss. 
It should help bind the soil par- 
ticles, retard excessive percol- 
ation of the water, and make the 
soil more retentive of moisture 
and. nutrients.

High feed prices ising the 
past year increased incomes of 
some grain producers, partly off- 
set drought losses of many farm- 
ers in the Midwest, and added to 
the ‘costs ‘of livestock =, 
in deficit feed areas. 

Similar variations exist among 
other commodities. For example, 
a bad weather break for peach 
growers in the South resulted 
in higher prices for mid-Atlantic 
and Western growers. 


Livestock Good 

Price chayges expected give 
some idea how different farmers 
will fare next year? In general, 
producers of livestock and live- 
stock products do better. Prices 
they will receive are not expect- 
ed to be much different, their 
feed costs will be substantially 
lower and production will be up 
a little. 

The drop in feed costs will 
appear as lower prices to cash 
grain producers and to farmers 
with oilseeds to sell. These farm-

Fruits Lower 

Fruits and vegetables are the _ 
only groups of commodities which 
were priced lower in September 
1948. than in September 1945. 
Some analysts believe these pro- 
ducts already have made their 
“postwar adjustment” and that 
their prices ‘will change less 
than for other commodities. How- 
ever, some declines appear likely 
particularly for fruit. 

Price supports for basic com- 
modities—cern, wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, rice and peanuts—are 
continued at 90 percent of parity | 
by the Agricultural Act of 1948. 
Supports may be slightly lower 
next year because of declines 
expected in the index of prices 
paid by farmers including in- 
terest and taxes, ; 

Under the new act, however, 
supports for- some commodities 
can be set at lower levels than 
this year. Chief among them are 
potatoes, soybeans, flaxseed and 
dry edible beans.

Treat Electricty With Proper Respect 
- And Control It Says County Farm Advisor 


The fuse is your best friend 
when you are around = electric 
systems—see that you use the 
right size. A number‘14 wire, the 
size used in most of our old 
houses, should have a 15 ampere 
fuse to protect the circuit, In 
new houses where number 12 
wire is used, 20 ampere fuses 
are allowable for safety. 

If you have any ddubts, call 
your -local electrician and .ask 
him. He has a wiring book called 
the National Electric Code which 
incorporates test data of the 
Underwriters- Laboratories. And 
look for the Underwriters “UL” 
label on the appliances and wir- 
ing you buy—it shows the arti- 
cle has been. tested for safety. 


Farm Motors 

When you’re using farm mo- 
tors, you’ll need more than just 
a fuse for adequate protection. 
Farm motors need high starting 
currents with low. operating cur- 
rents. You should, therefore, use 
a “motor starting’? switch to 
let the heavy starting currents 


go through momentarily but not -

On behalf of the growers of 
the California Citrus Producers 
Association we wish to thank 
you kindly for making possible 
this opportunity to present our 
problems: for .the consideration 
of your-Committee of the Con- 
gress. . 


Since it is desirable that our 
presentation be brief, we would 
like, with your permission, to 
submit later a more detailed bill 
of particulars. © 


One of our. major objectives 
is to check into the price spread 
on citrus fruit from the whole- 
saler to the consumer. Our stu- 
dies indicate a very definite ex- 
horbitant differential. If our 
growers could obtain a fair pro- 
ration the citrus business in 
California would be on a profit- 
able basis. As it was last year, 
Many growers of citrus after 
filling out their income tax form, 
had no tax to pay. 


Overproduction 


We hear much of overproduc- 
tion. Florida and Texas have 
vastly expanded their production 
but this has not been the devel- 
opment in California. At one 
time we produced most of the 
nation’s citrus now our produc- 
tion is: about one third of the 
nation’s supplies. Of course we 
have some advantages with our 
prevailing high standards of 
quality. 

We do not accept the defeat- 
est attitude of hopeless overpro- 
duction. Instead, we wish to put 
our effort toward improving the 
machanics for an expanding dis- 
tribution of our product. By 
supplying an attractive food to 
the consumer at a fair price, con- 
sumption should increase to the 
end that we may earn a decent 
return for our effort and invest-

Low Prices: 
It is almost paradoxical that 
despite controls through our 


large California cooperatives, and 
Government pro-rate regulation 
of shipments, the citrus business 
was one of the first to ‘realize 
disastrous low price returns to 
the grower after price controls 
were lifted. 

This occurred at a time when 
retail] prices to the consumer 
were as high, and many times 
even higher, than prevailed un- 
der Government. price control. 
For example: During price con- 
trol, retailers sold Tulare County 
Navel oranges .around = 9c-1llc 
per pound and the grower receiy- 
ed roughly 4-5c per pound at the 
same time. Last fall, Tulare 
County Navels were bringing 12- 
14c per pound in eastern retail 
stores and at the same time, 
growers were receiving % to 
1%c per pound. This gross in- 
equity prevailed all through the 
industry and gave impetus, at 
that time, to the formation of the 
California Citrus Producers As- 
sociation, to inquire into the 
situation and see what we as 
growers could do to bring about 
corrective measurers. 

Costs Up 

We will not i into detail 
now on our production, harvest- 
ing and marketing costs. You 
no doubt can appreciate that they 
have gone up tremendously in 
recent years, 

In the matter of retail price 
studies for our citrus products, 
we have found little authorita- 
tive information available. We 
have been in contact with the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture and

3 T butter 

3 eggs, well beaten 

4c flour | 

1 cake yeast 

1 tsp salt 

% ec sugar 

Scald’ milk, add butter and 
cool to luke warm. Add yeast and 
salt. Add beaten eggs to sugar 
and mix well, Combine with milk 
mixture. Let rise two hours, or 
until double. Add rest of flour 
and mix well. Do not knead. 

Cover and let rise for two 
more hours. Dough will be very 
soft. Divide in half and rol] out 
in rectangular shape on a well- 
floured board.

rus prices, so that we could have 
relavle information to guide us. 

Mr, Schoolcraft of the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Adminis- 
tration has advised us that re- 
tail price information is being 
considered but could not be made 
immediately available because of 
no funds. in their budget for 
this purpose at present. 


We think price information 


properly used could place ex- 
horbitant pricing under public 
scrutiny and have beneficial re- 
sults. If this proved inefféctive, 
the information should be of val- 
ue in formulating appropraite 
corrective legislative measures. 

In other words if price con- 
trols are the answer to certain 
greedy practices, it would seem 
well to first accumulate the facts 
to base an intelligent remedy 
where it belongs.

Certainly the farm is a highly worthwhile project; it is an 
asset to the community and it -has considerable natural interest 
for most persons, regardless of whether or not they are active sports- 
men. 


And certainly the farm is worthy of at least a sign or two 


that might enlighten persons driving by.

A 61,600,000 box crop of: val- 
encia oranges in the nation from 
the 1948 bloom was this week 
predicted by the United States 
department of agriculture, the 
figure representing a nine per 
cent increase over last year and 
28 per cent above average. 

Total orange crop from the 
1948 bloom for the nation was es- 
timated at 188,900,000 boxes 
as compared to,114,380,000 boxes 
from last year’s bloom. 

This season’s grapefruit crop 
is now indicated at 56,200,000 
boxes, the department said in its 
monthly crop report. This figure 
compares with 61,600,000 boxes 
for the 1947-48 crop and with 
the (1937-46) average of 47,- 
500,000 boxes.

Bend Suckers 


Sucker ‘wood in vigorous trees 
should be bent down and pulled 


to the outside of the tree, where 


it:can become fruitful. Suckers 
arising from the trunk of the 
tree or.on the main frame may 
be cut out if they cannot be 


made.part .of the structure of - 
ithe ~tree. Iftoo much of this 


vigorous wood is Temoved, how- 


ever, it will only encourage the 


growth of more wood where the 
cuts are made, The removal of 
good wood to “‘let light into the 
trees” is a mistake and usually 


. results in lower yields. 


One of the- most. profitable 


_ things..that can come out of a 
“pruning job is that by going | 
from ‘tree to tree kreaking out 


dead wood, for instance the grow- 


‘er. will be able to examine the 


trunk of the trees for scaly: bark 


‘or gummosis symptoms. Often- 


times such beginning symptoms 
may never be noticed from the 
outside of the tree while the 


“top is still in good condition. 


However, it is at this early stage 
that the most benefit can be ob- 
tained from scaly bark or gum- 
mosis treatments.

progress in Central and Northern 
California is done primarily by 
skilled local workers and the pre- 
sent labor supply is adequate. 


Prediction is made that the 
San Joaquin. valley will have 
three times as many mechanical 
cotton pickers next year as now. 


Land covered with vegetation 
will absorb water at a much 
more rapid rate than bare land. 


Carry Supplies 

While pruning, the grower 
‘can carry a small kit of supplies 
along to treat diseased trees as 
he finds them, or he can simply 
chart the grove and indicate on 
the chart the diseased trees to 
be treated later.
